How- 
ever, he was persuaded to ieave 
the stand, 

The only other witness. besides 
policemen. was Charies Jamerzan, 
Negro, employed as a tire changer. 
He testified the three men, after 
loitering near the store for 15 mins 
utes, drew revolvers and marched 
him in from the sidewalk. The 
Sweenys were held up in the store,

After robbing the cash register, 
the holdup men started out and 
struck the elder Sweeny when they 
saw him blocking the door. One 
of the robbers’ revolvers fell to the 
floor. As the robbers were leaving, 
young Sweeny seized the last one

Sweeny in the forehead and caus- 
ing instant death. The robbers es- 
caped after a struggle with Swee- 
ny’s father and a chase by Swee- 
ny’s pet dog, Brownye. 

The father has taken an active 
part in attempting to apprehend 
the slayers. Yesterday he accom- 
panied police on a roundup of sus- 
pects: He has said he will be able 
to identify the men. So far 22 men 
have been picked up, including 
Cuckoo gangsters, but none has 
been identified.

The commission is considering 
issuance of an ultimatum inform- 
ing Borno that he must take all 
the consequences politically and 
personally if he refuses to adhere 
to the arrafigement agreed upon 
Sunday. This ultimatum, if is- 
sued, would virtually withdraw all 
protection from him, and he might 
then be in danger of his life.

Sustains Workman’s Compen- 


sation Claim for Messenger 
Boy It Previously Cut Down. : 


Reversing itself, the Court of 
Appeals in an opinion today heljd 
that partial dependents are en- 
titled to the full death benefit pro- 
vided by the workmen’s compensa- 


tion law if the deceased contrib- 
uted all his earnings to the support 
of the family. It had been con- 
tended against this theory that the 
dependents should receive enly a 
portion of the benefit, In the pro- 
portion of the contribution by the 
deceased to the family’s total in- 
come. 

The case was that of Salvatore 
Triola and his wife, Josephine, 
whose son, Angelo, a Western 
Union messenger boy, was killed 
when his bicycle was hit by a 
truck Nov.~3, 1927. The Work- 
men’s Compensation Board recog- 
nized the Triolas’ and 
awarded them $3048, award 
being upheld when the company 
appealed the case Pad Circuit Judge 
Sale. 

When the case was taken to the 
Court of Appeals the award was 
reduced to $756.39 on the section 
of the act which provides that “if 
there be partial dependents and no 
total dependents the death benefit 
is determined by the proportion of 
the contributions to all partial de- 
pendents ” 

Attorneys for the Triolas asked 
for a rehearing and were joined by 
Attorney-General Shartel, who filed 
a brief. Protest was also made 
by the Central Trades and Labor 
Union. Today's opinion, written 
by Judge Nipper and concurred in 
by Judges Becker and Haid, stated 
that the court considered its most 
recent ruling as better expressive 
of the Legislature's intent than the 
former one. It added that the act 
was ambiguously written. 

Angelo received $15.24 a week, 
all of which he contributed to the 
support of his family. testimony 
showed. There weré 10 persons in 
the family. His father and a 
brother earned an additional $43.80 
a week between them. 

In its first ruling, the Court said: 
“Tf the law is unfair and unjust, it 
is the duty of the Legislature to 
change it.” This opinion also was 
written by Judge Nipper. Judge 
Becker concurred, while Judge 
Haid was absent. 


STORY OF KISS THAT MISSED 
TOLD IN CLAYTON COURT 


It Takes Four Hours, but Jury 
Acquits Man Accused of 
Common Assault. 

Various accounts of a kiss that 
missed occupied the attention of 
Judge and jury—not to omention a 
courtroom crowd—for nearly four 
hours yesterday in Circuit Judge 
Lashly’s court at Clayton, but the 
jury required only 15 minutes to 
elect a Negro foreman and find 
Albert Lipcin not guilty of common 

assault.

sector about June 20, 1918, we 
were rushed up to another part 
of the line at a spot overlooking 
the town of Tarcy.
